SHANGHAT. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 4th July. The outward 
French mail of 22nd May was expected on the morning of the 
5th July. We take the following items from the North China 
Herald :— 

The Chinese are reported to be pushing on the making of am- 
munition at the Shanghai Arsenal, with the view of putting 
their gunboats in a state for active service. Though some of the 
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vessels have been afloat a considerable time, their equipment 
has never been completed, but now that emergency arises the 
tardy Mandarins are having the spur applied to them. Lead- 
cased shot for rifled ordnance, common shot, fuses, cartridges, 
&c., are being turned out, and occasionally shipments are made 
“for Tientsin.” The making of shell has not, we believe, been 
80 far accomplished, and the torpedoes are said to be not alto- 
gether a success. 

A memorial, addressed to the Recreation Fund Trustees, 
against the rumoured intention to appeal the recent case, is in 
circulation, and has already received a la number of signa- 
turea It is stated that the Fund Trustees have already applied 
far leave to appeal, and are prepared personally to bear the 
costs. 

Meetings of the Mih-ho-loong Hook and Ladder and Rifle 
Companies have been held at the Truck-house, for the purpose 
of clecting a first assistant foreman of the former and a 
lieutenant in the latter Company. The vacancies had been 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Groom. Captain Rice occupied 
the chair, and expressed the regret of the members at the pros- 
pect of losing the active and efficient services of Mr. Groom. 
At the unanimous desire of both companies, Mr. Groom, after 
explaining the reasons which had induced him to resign, con- 
seuted to withdraw his resignation, and resume the two offices. 
The aunouncement was received with mach applause and formal, 
motions were proposed, seconded, and carried unanimously, that 
the withdrawal should be received. Four new members of the 
Hook and Ladder Company were elected, viz., Messrs. S. Camp- 
bell, Mackenzie Bradley, Grose and Andrew ; and Mr. W. Pryer 
was placed on the Committee in the room of Mr. Low, resigned. 


The Temperance Society’s opening meeting in the new Hall 
went off successfully. The programme included several good 
songs, a recitation, a telling address by Rev. Mr. Thomas, and 
a Shakesperian reading, from the Merchant of Venice, which 
was admirably given. The President, Mr. Blethen, made a few 
remarks at the close in a congratulatory and hopeful strain, and 
intimated that it was intended to hold fortnightly meetings 
during the summer. The meeting marks an important epoch in 
the history of an excellent, and, we are ylad to be able to say, 
flourishing institution. 

The new regulations for jinricksha traffic have come into force. 
Stands have been fixed, and notice boards are to be put up in 
order that the coolies may have before them the rules by which 
they are to be guided. The police have recently been endeavour- 
ing to bring the men to a sense of what is required of them, by 
restricting as much as possible the practice of perambulation in 
search of ‘Lire. Generally the offenders have been cautioned and 
allowed to go, but on Monday a first example was made by 
taking one to the Mixed Court, where the Magistrate ordered 
that he should be locked up for the day. The result is a great 
improvement in the behaviour of this class of public servants ; 
when they do try “ crawling,” instead of persecuting pedestrians 
with the incessant iteration of “master, sit down,” they venture 
only to bring their vehicle close to the intended victim, and to 
halt a moment, in the hope that he may be induced to step into 
it unsolicited. It will be no slight boon, in the crowded state 
of our streets, to have them kept under strict regulation. 

The list of Silk shipped by the Venetia gives, for London, 
2,151 bales ; Marseilles, 232 ; Lyons, 147 ; Milan, 50 ; Basle, 10; 
Bombay, 73 ; total, 2,663 bales. In addition, there were from 
Shanghai 67, and from Japan 66 bales waste silk for London. 

There was a parade of 120 men of all ranks and companies of 
the S.V.C. on Monday night, including one gun of the Artillery 
anda few Rangers. The night was very hot, and the men of 
No. 2 looked enviously at the white jackets worn by Nos. 1 
and 3, instead of the customary woollen tunic, Ammunition hav- 
ing been served out—rather unequally, for some got too much 
and some none at all—the column was marched out by the Maloo 
and Sinzah roads. An unseen enemy was engaged at the Gas- 
works, and the fight was continued by alternate skirmishing of 
companies until the Sinza village was passed. The march was 
then continued along Carter-road, and was hastened by the 
lowering aspect of the sky. An occasional halt was made for 
volley tiring, and the Bund reached about eleven, when the men 
gladly dispersed, in search of dry clothing and cool drinks. 

It was announced that the occurrence of the Volunteer parade 
would necessitate the omission of Wednesday's band perform- 
ance, the usual practice night being taken up by it. The public 
were agreeably surprised on Wednesday, however, by having an 
exprses put into their hands intimating that, “ by special de- 
sire,” the weekly concert would come off as usual. A change of 
P me was provided, and the gardens were thronged. The 
stab was charming; a cool breeze came from the river, the 
moon shone out on the scene, and to add to the panoramic effect 
on the water, a public-spirited yacht-owner had his craft gar- 
landed with Chinese lanterns from stem to mast-head and mast- 
head to stern, Ihe per.ormance altogether was a great pleasure, 
and we are sure the public fully recognise their obligations to 
the members of the W. I. 8. for the exertions they made to ac- 
complish it. We are sorry to hear that the absorption in the 
orchestra for Chiarini’s Circus, of the subsidised portion of the 
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society’s band, embracing most of the forte instruments, is likely 
to interrupt the weekly performances. 

The translations from the Peking Gazette include a case which ° 
is very mitedteane as a sample of Chinese criminal jurisprudence, 
A man who murders his mother, though unmistakably lunatic, is, 
in conformity with the statutory punishment for the offence, 
sentenced to be sliced-to death, while various small punishments 
are inflicted on neighvours who were cognisant of the man’s con 
dition and failed to report it to the authorities. 

A meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on the 30th of June 
last, at which the representatives of Austro-Hungary, Denmark, 
Great Britian, Italy, Portugal, Sweden, Norway, and the 
United States were present. Intimations were received from the 
representatives of France, Japan and Russia of their inability 
to attend the meeting. After various correspondence had been 
read, it was agreed that Mr. Medhurst, on behalf of the Consular 
Body, should address the Taoutai in to his reports to the 
Governor-General upon the Woosung Bar, and the possibility of 
dredging it. 

The suggestion contained in Mr: Seward’s letter to the Council 
of June 25th, in regard to the tax on the Yangtse-poo Road, was 
approved, pending the response of the Council. Mr. Seward 
reported that the Taoutai has expressed himself favourable to the 
pro of the Consular Body for the delineation of a Bund line 
on both sides of the river, and requested the Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court, and the Commissioner of Customs, to consult in 
regard to it. At Mr. Glover's suggestion, Mr. Medhurst and 
Mr. Seward had met Mr. Glover, Mr. Henderson, and Mr. 
Viguier for consultation. The latter has undertaken to prepare 
as a first measure, a chart of the river, tracing upon it lines 
already determined, and those which he is prepared to recom- 
mend. This chart will be submitted to the Consular Body in 
the course of about two months. The matter of the requisition 
upon the Taoutai for a of the cost of the Szechuen Road 
bridge was left for consideration, after the further views of the 
Council shall have been communicated. 


FOOCHOW. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The successful putting Bp of a telegraph connecting the foreign 
settlement at Foochow with Pagoda anchorage is an accomplished 
fact. From the foreign settlement it is to be carried into the 
Governor General’s yamun inthe city. Each of the telegraph 
post has an official notice painted on it warning the people not 
to interfere with them in any way, for if they do they will be 
severely punished. This line of telegraph cannot possibly pay 
the company ; it is put up spy. aS an experiment, with the 
hope that they may induce the Viceroy to allow them to make 
an overland telegraph from the settlement to Amoy. Time will 
show what can be dove. If there are complications with Japan 
no doubt it will be allowed, but not without. It is wonderful 
how Feng Shuy and such other obstacles to improvements vanish 
when the authorities are determined to carry a thing through. 

Were it not that the Viceroy wishes to get speedy news of any 
Japanese vessels that may be cruising about, and wishing to 
place himself in instantaneous communication with the arvenal 
down at the anchorage, I fear the whole body of Foreign Con- 
suls would have to appeal along time before they could 
have induced the authorities to allow them to erect a telegraph 
along the river to the Pagoda. 

Thus far the Japanese excitement has done , and will, I 
am convinced, do much more go.d to China before the affair is 
ended. China begins to perceive that she cannot look calmly on 
and see a near neighbour, whom she has hitherto looked upon 
almost in the light of a tributary State, going ahead and adopt- 
iny the arts and scyences of Western nations and placing her in 
the background. 

Whether the invasion of Formosa by the Japanese will end 
in war or not, there is this much certain, that China will find 
that if she wants to keep apace with Japan she mast also culti- 
vate the arts and sciences of the West, and I am inclined to 
think one of the first steps will be to have epee stretching 
from one part of the Empire to the other. Railways may follow 
if China can only be brought to see the use of them, which, with 
an increasing fleet, she must do, for her ships will require coal, 
akundance of which there is in China, only waiting for a tram- 
way or a railway to take it to a place of shipment. 

It is generally thought that in the event of a war with vite 
that the whole wooden fleet of China will be useless, and will be 
utterly unable to cope with the tt o Japanese ironclads. It is 
rumoured that the Chinese have telegraphed to Europe for the 
purchase of ironclads, which they think, if they can once get to 
China, they will be a fair match for the Japanese. China 18, 
however, doing her utmost to prevent an open rupture ; aM 
totally unprepared for war. She is painting up old forts, aa 
placing old rusty guns in position. oe betide the unfortv « 
men who fire them, I hear at the Arsenal they are sens 
drawings of torpedoes made—whether for use in th’ ewar 
not know. 
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HONG KONG.

We take the following from the Daily Press :— : 

Mr. Taro Ando has been appointed Vice-Consul for Japan at 
Hong Kong. 

Our Macao correspondent informs us that Dr. Magalhaes’ 
resignation from the military service has been accepted at Lisbon, 
and that he will now be no longer under tke yoke of military 
discipline, from which he has suffered so much. Dr. Magalhaes 
has written a letter to the [ndependente, in which he states that 
he will discontinue the Orrente, but will devote his time to writ- 
ing a volume, which will elucidate many points connected with 
the history of Macao in his time—that is from 1869 to 1874— 
and will give a sketch of the lives of the various Governors of 
Macao and Timor. 

The Bulletin says that San Francisco promises to be the great 
tea depot of the United States. Recent critical examination of 
teas in store here for two or three years were found to be nearly 
as fresh and good as when first imported. Other tests have 
recently been made here by New York tea sharps with like 
results. Tea-tasters from Japan have also been here recently 
looking into this matter, and they are astonished to find their 
old teas keeping so well here ; they even say that in this dry 
climate teas will keep here three years in better condition than 
even four months in Japan or China. This is a very important 
matter, and goes to settle the question of making San Francisco 
S great depot and tea distributing point for the whole United 

tates. 

Her Majesty’s ship Challenger, Captain G. S. Nares, was to 
leave New Zealand for China about the end of June.

The Surveyor-General, in his endeavour to bring the roads 
and footpaths of the colony into their proper state and use, has 
obtained the removal of the numerous pork stalls, bird cages, 
money changers, and other like obstructions on the footpaths, 
which impeded his progress and that of the public. The long- 
standing obstructions in Cochrane-street came under Mr. May’s 
notice yesterday, having been brought up by P. C. No. 8. The 
masters of the places named were told they would be given till 
Monday to clear away the obstructions, and if not done by that 
time the stalls would be seized and the owners punished. 

A new weekly paper, entitled the Celestial Empire, has been is- 
saed at Shanghai at the Evening Gazette office. te is very well got 
up and arranged, and the firstnumber contains good articles, a care- 
fully written chronicle of the week, and commercial report. 

The Inspector-General of Customs has issued, in conjunction 
with the usual annual returns of trade at the treaty ports, an 
abstract of trade with each foreign country since the year 1866. 
As illustrative of the pro which has n made, it may be 
noted that the direct e with Great Britain, which amounted 
to millions of taels in 1866, has increased to sixty-five millions 
of taels in 1873. 

THE FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 
(Daily News Correspondent.) 
Takao, JUNE 20. 

The Japanese occupation of Linkian is now causing very great agi- 
tation amongst tlie Chinese in Formosa, and matters look as if the two 
mations were very soon to come into collision over it. We have the 
gunboat Dwarf from the south, bringing very little news of the in- 
vasion. The extreme heat, and the fact that the Japanese have routed 
the most dangerous savages in those parts, have led to a cessation of 
hostilities for the present. The Japanese have partly removed to the 
opposite side of the island from Linkian, leaving still a camp with about 
3,000 men at that place. Several Chinese villages have asked their protec- 
tion, and many of the savage tribes are friendly. Progress in following 
up the Boutang savages is somewhat slow, on account of the moun- 
tainous nature of the country. 

From time to time there have been arrivals of steamers and junks at 
Taiwanfoo with detachments of soldiers, arms, and ammunition, until I 
am informed there are now 20,000 Chinese troops in the island to 
suppress rebellion or defend it against invaders. The 3,000 or 4,000 
troops sent to Changhoe to quell the disturbances there, have not 
returned to Taiwanfoo with the Chintai, but await the ripening of the 
Tice crop in that district, with a view to securing it for their own 
benefit. This fact is teresting, in so far as it shows how Chinese 
troops are paid and fed, or rather left to pay and feed themselves—con- 
trary to all discipline and proper control. About one-half of the 
Fokienese troops are armed with rifles and one-half with match- 
locks, the Formosa men having only bows and arrows and spears ; 
but it is one thing to put rifles and sword bayonets in the 
hands of that the Chinese, and quite another thing to expect 
they will keep them well and understand their use. I observed 
that those who have them always keep the bayonets fixed, sometimes 
sith seabbard and sometimes without it, and lug the combined arm 

about just as ‘hey would one of their long spears, with a bit of paper 
stuck in the barrel, and the lock rusted up. They are not oppressed 
with platoon exercise nor company drill, and blaze about with blank 
cartridge in the most promiscuous manner outside their barrack gate, 
just like a lot of boys with toy cannon. One man may have a percus- 
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sion rifle, while his next neighbour labours away for an indefinite period 
of time trying to fire off an old matchlock with a fuse made of hempen 
rope, the disadvantages of the latter not being in any way discouraging 
to the simple-minded “ brave.” 

Amongst the most recent arrivals at Taiwan-foo, there are three gun- 
boats and one frigate or corvette, and these vessels may have some 
useful modern armament on board for the defence of Formosa. I did 
hear that the Anlan had a battery of Krupp guns from Canton. I have 
observed, however, a great quantity of rubbish being landed, in the 
shape of gingals—new, and evidently just out of the maker’s hand— 
spear-heads, and hand grenades. ‘ 

As yet the action of the Chinese had taken no particular direction, 
and it is possible they may only intend to stand on the defensive, but 
there has been lately a great stir at Taiwanfoo in anticipation of the 
arrival of a very high Mandarin who, backed up by twenty ships of 
war (four have already arrived and one or two war junks) is to “ order” 
the Japanese away, and in the event of their refusing to expel them by 
force of arms. Rumour also adds that all foreigners will be set upon 
and killed at the same time. This Mandarin turns out to be Shen Pao 
Chen, formerly of the Foochow Arsenal, and he is accompanied by M. 
Giquel and M. Sejonzack. The party arrived on the 18th at Taiwanfoo, 
and I understand are soon to proceed to Linkian. 

(To the Editor of the “ North-China Daily News.” 

Srr,—During a somewhat protracted residence here I have been a 
reader of your and other foreign journals published in China, and also 
of the papers published in the Chinese language. In all these I have 
discovered evidence of misapprehension, which may perhaps form a 
source of mischief, as regards the relations subsisting between my 
country and China. I beg therefore you will allow me to make a few 
remarks on the Formosan question in your issue of to-morrow morning. 

The Formosan savages have repeatedly inflicted injuries on my 
countrymen which have lately been alluded to in your paper. For 
example, they slaughtered fifty-four Japanese belonging to the district 
of Yoyeyama, and in 1871 four shipwrecked men belonging to the dis- 
trict of Bitchu were robbed and maltreated and their junk rifled of 
everything. Claims for their wrongs have never been investigated by 
the Chinese Government, although years have elapsed since the occur- 
rence complained of, which proves that the savages were far beyond 
Chinese influence, and over whom their authority did not extend. : 

I would add, moreover, that Prince Kung and other authorities of 
the Tsung-li Yamen discussed this matter last year at Peking with Mr. 
Soyeshima, and made not the slightest objections to the punishmeuit of 
the savages by the Japanese Government, leaving them entirely at the 
disposal of Japan. 

Our Government regarded this answer to their remonstrance as de- 
cisive, and accordingly decided on the Furmosan expedition, which, we 
hold, is justified on two grounds—first, the disclaimer of responsibility 
on the part of the Chinese Government for the conduct of the savages ; 
and, second, their neglect of inflicting punishment. I have no doubt, 
therefore, that International law admits that, when a Government de- 
mands the punishment of those who have offended its people, and 
punishment is not inflicted, an expedition may be rightfully fitted out 
to obtain redress on the spot where the offence was committed. 

Besides, the Japanese in this case having first obtained the assent of 
the Chinese Government to their taking the matter in hand themselves, 
no further communication was necessary. 

Mr. Yanagiwara, the Japanese ambassador to China, is now at 
Shanghai, and I believe that he is negotiating on the matter with Mr. 
Pau (a special commissioner from his Majesty the Emperor of China, 
together with the Taoutuai), to place the question on a friendly footing, 
which seems quite feasible, seeing that Prince Kung and the other 
Tsung-li Yamen authorities will not deny their former acquiescence.—

SARAWAK. 

The Sarawak Gazette of lst July has the following :— 

Our rice harvest is now over, and is doubtless the most abun- 
dant we have had for years. We have received reports of the 
most satisfactory nature from all parts of the country; the least 
favourable being from Simanggang, where the crops were excep- 
tionally good in the upper parts of Sakarran and Batang Lupar, 
but poor down river, on account of the ravages committed by rats. 

The fine season so favourable to rice partly accounts for this 
abundance, but we are of opinion that the real reason lies deeper 
by referring to the trade returns we find scarcity of rice com- 
menced with the working of gutta, the high price paid for that 
article caused rice culture to be neglected and farming a second- 
ary consideration, as the wealth so easily obtained gave those 
engaged in collecting it the means of purchasing not only rice 
but luxuries. 

In 1872 over three thousand tons of rice were imported from 
Singapore, in 1873 three thousand seven hundred tons. This 
year it has not reached nine hundred tons, and shows two hundred 
piculs imported in the month of June, against five thousand eight 
hundred piculs last year. 

The gutta export is now much smaller, owing to its scarcity 
and the difficulties of collecting, farming has therefore received 
more attention, and a large increase in the production of rice, the 
result. Rice is getting cheaper every day ; and being exported 
to the Brunei ade The people are working steadily at their 
farms and collecting rattans ; and, in spite of the falling off on 
the export of gutta and import of rice, we consider it a sign of 
prosperity far healthier than thas attained in 1871 and 1872 by the 
rush after gutta, inasmuch as it benefits the whole of the popu- 
lation instead of enriching the few.

Whereas an Engagement was entered into at Pulo Pankor on 
the 20th day of January 1874, at the instance of the Chiefs of 
Perak, and executed in the presence of his Excellency the Go- 
vernor of the Straits Settlements, for the pacification of the 
country, the re-establishment of the Royal Family and Chiefs in 
their respective ranks and authority, for the security of the 
people in life and property, the advancement of trade, and the 
development of the resources of the country ; which engage- 
ment was entered into by the said Chiefs of their own free will, 
and with the intent and desire that the same should be carried 
into effect under the protection, and with the aid of Her 
Majesty’s Government ; and Whereas the said Engagement has 
been approved. 

Now be it Known to all Men, that, in terms of the said En- 
gagement, Sultan Abdulla Mahamed Shah, son of the late Sultan 
Jaaffar Al MaAllum Shah, is recognised by Her Majesty’s 
Government as Sultan of Perak and its Dependencies, and all 
Her Majesty’s subjects and persons being in the Territories of 
Perak are required to take notice thereof, and to govern them- 
selves accordingly ; and Whereas, certain evil disposed persons 
are said to be engaged in conspiracies to disturb the peace of the 
said country of Perak, and to incite to rebellion against the 
lawful authority of the said Sultan Abdulla, and to the wagin 
of unlawful war in Perak, such persons are hereby warned an

IMPORTS. 

SHanaHal.—The business of the past week has been large. Business 
in Grey Shirtings was rather more brisk. ‘White Shirtings are not 
moved without difficulty. There is a steady inquiry for T-Clotha. 
Drills of the ordinary kind have. been wanted by the Northern traders. 
Jeans and Fancy Cottons are dull. Woollens have remained steady. 

Manita.—During the past fortnight a considerable amount of busi- 
ness has been transacted at late quotations, although in some few cases 
prives have shown a somewhat downward tendency. For some classes 
of Coloured Gvods, suitable for the rainy season now commencing, large 
sales have been made at a slight advance upon previous rates, but 
Prints continue difficult to move at remunerative prices.

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Report dated 30th 
June, says :—Since our last there has been very little doing, settlements 
being 7,870 chests and 7,052 half-chests, particulars of same are as 
follows :—4,886 chests and 5,498 half-chesta at 1s. 49d. to 1s. 73; 
2,984 chests and 1,242 half-chests at 1s. 14d. to 1s. 44d. ; and 312 - 
chests at 1s. 13d. There were 3,320 boxes shipped to Shanghai on 
native account. The only feature of interest during the week has been 
the arrival of the second crop Teas. They are chiefly from the Young- 
low-toong district and a few sales have been made from Tls. 20 to 22, 
one or two mixed parcels realising up to 23. This is about the Tael 
price paid last year, but with the favourable rates of exch. and freight 
they lay down a little under last year’s prices. As re; quality, the 
few better parcels are about on a par with those of last year, but the 
bulk of the Tea to hand, so far, is of very inferior character. Buyi 
has been confined to three or four houses and when the best Teas have 
been picked out we shall probably see much lower rates; or whut is more 
likely, the Tea will be hurried forward to Shanghai. The firat crop 
leaf may now be considered all to hand and we estimate that it shows 
a falling off of quite two millions compared with that of last year. 
Whether the deficiency will be made up in the later packings remains 
to be seen. 

SHancual.—Our Black Tea market has been very firm during the 
week, and a fair business has been done, though supplies have come for- 
ward very sparingly. The better grades of Ningchow have been more 
in demand than any other class, but most late settlements of these 
kinds shew fully Tls. 2 worse than was obtainable a fortnight ago. 
Second crop Teas have as yet only been shewn here to a small extent, 
and business in these has not commenced ; but latest Hankow advices 
report that teamen were commencing to ship to this The 
quality so far proves to be anything but fine. Settlements during the 
week—13,136 chests at Tls. 19 for Shontam, up to Tis. 42 for fine 
Ningchow in boxes. Stock, 13,000 chests.’ Green : The market for 
Pingsueys continued strong up to the date of departure of the Pacific 
mail, but prices seem easier during the past two days, though still 
above those of last year at same date. Arrivals have been on a fairly 
large scale, and of good averge quality. Settlements for the week— 
9,663 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tls. 364 to 53—according to assortment. 
Stock—Pingsuey, 22,900 half-chests ; Shanghasi-packed, 1,100 half- 
chests ; total, 24,000 half-chests, 

ManiLa.—Sinall sales have been made of Coffee. Sugar is weaker, 
but Hemp has advanced, the current price being $6.75 to $7 per picul. 

Satcon.—Quotations for Rice are maintained with but very little 
alterations. Exports to Europe, Calcutta, and Java, have entirely 
ceased.

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SHANGHAI MORALITY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I must congratulate you on being the first journalist 
who has denounced the open profligacy that is carried on in 
Shanghai, to the ruin of many promising young men. The Set- 
tlement is overrun with European women of various nationali- 
ties, who are allowed to ply for hire and drive in carriages with 
livery servants on the Bubbling Well-road, or Rotten-row of 
Shanghai, without interference by the police. It is well known 
that young men who are foolish enough to visit the dens of these 
women have heavy bills sent in to them next day, under threat: 
of exposure if not paid. This has already led to the ruin of 
several members of our community, and it is, in my humble 
onan high time that something was done to check this species 
of swindling. The female swindler is notoriously difficult to 
deal with. The Municipal Council ought to instruct the police 
to banish those individuals from the public streets in the day- 
time. It has been done in London, and it is now possible to 
walk down Regent-street with your wife or daughter without 
being jostled by abandoned women in a state of semi-nudity. 
The shopkeepers of Regent-street found it interfered with their 
business, so it was put down; I therefore fail to see why it 
cannot be kept under in Shanghai. An auction was lately held 
in Shanghai at one of these houses, furnished in the most sump- 
tuous style, the proceeds of the sale amounting to two thousand 
pounds. The question arises, therefore, from whom did this 
money come? One of the fraternity lately retired with a fortune 
of £15,000 (Tls. 50,000.) The local press have not used their 
influence in exposing this evil, but may, perhaps, do so. It has 
been denounced from the pulpit, but still it flourishes like an 
“ upas tree,” killing all who approach too near its deadly in-

JAPANESE RAID ON FORMOSA. 

The Standard has the following upon this subject :—From the 
great value of the trade we carry on both with China and Japan 
a war between these two empires could hardly fail to affect our in- 
terests in the East. But there is another point of view from which the 
quarrel that has thus suddenly sprung up is still more deserving 
of attention. It is quite evident that the empire of Japan is at 
this moment one vast powder-magazine. Within the past dozen 
years changes have been effected there greater even than those which 
the first French Revolution accomplished in Europe. Japan has 
been made to traverse five centuries at a bound—that is to say, 
a society of the fifteenth century has been transformed all at once 
into one of the nineteenth. As was inevitable, the revolution has dis- 
solved the bonds that cemented classes together, and, as the conduct of 
the Samurai on the present occasion proves, discontent, if not disaffec- 
tion, is rife in the land. Evidently passions may at any moment burat 
their bounds, and plunge the empire into anarchy. But it is, per- 
haps, more probable that the Government may allow the military 
class to have their way and engage in foreign war. At present it would 
seem us if the first quarrel would be picked with China. A few years 
ago, while the Taepivgs were in strength, while Yunan was in the hands 
of Mohammedan rebels, and other Mussulman hordes were encroaching 
on the north, such a quarrel would have been aserious matter for China. 
But her Government has now reasserted its authority everywhere except 
in Turkestan. It has introduced European discipline in the army, pro- 
vided itself with armour-plated steamers, and equipped its troops with 
European arms of precision. Considering the enormous population it 
disposes of, China is evidently no longer a foe to be despised, and in 
pecs a quarrel with her Japan would seem to be courting disaster. 
But the quarrel, should it proceed to extremities, will probably compel 
China to postpone her meditated attack upon the ruler of Eastern 
Turkestan, that Ataligh Ghazee whom Mr. Forsyth has just been visit- 
ing. Turkestan, as the reader doubtless is aware, was formerly a 
Chinese province. It has thrown off the yoke. But China is not 
ceustomed to acknowledge the success of insurrections, and as she 
has now put down all other rebels, she is understood to be preparing 
for an attack upon the Toorkish Amer. The subjugation of this State 
by the Chinese would certainly not be conducive to Anglo-Indian in- 
terests. 

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

The New York Lferald has the following :—Sooner or later there 
must come a new collision in Central Asia. The steady advance of the 
Russian frontier in the direction of Kashgar is sure to rouse the re- 
sistance of the Chinese Government. But the Celestial Empire is 
alreuly paralysed at the extremities; it is not impossible that an 
atta .& from without would result in a tumbling to picces of that vast, 
but decaying, empire. The fact that China has viewed without 
effectual vppusition the practical dismemberment of numerous outlying 
provinces is sutlicient indication of the fatal disease that already has 
its seat in the heart of the Government at Peking. In what shape 
shall cume the final sirugyle we cannot tell. But it now seems inevi- 
tuble that the political complications in Eastern Turkestan and other 
parts of Central Asia will soun be as threatening to the peace of Europ. 
as .he Eastern question has ever been. It is quite possible that China 
will be the sick sian, while Turkey is recovering its sound health. ‘The 
Peking Government has promised to recover Nan-lu, as they still call 
Kashgar, as svon as the Mohammedan revolt in the Western Provinces, 
begun eighteen years ago, shall have been quelled. China keeps up the 
form of bearing on the official roll the names cf the Ambuns of the 
dismembered provinces ; but this conciliation to its ancient national 
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| pride has no weight. The shears of fate are slowly clipping off the 
| frayed edges of the Celestial Empire. This generation may see its 
' final collapse. 
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Import OF JAVA SuGaR INTO THE CLyDE.—The trade between the 
Clyde and the island of Java (says the Liverpool Journal of Commerce) 

: is increasing so extensively that Java now holds position as one of the 
largest raw sugar exporting islands to the Clyde. Up till the end of 
last month Jaya stood next to Cuba in the amount of sugar sent to 
the Clyde, and even exceeded Trinidad, and, considering the great dis- 

| tance the sugars have to be carried, the Java is about as cheap as the 
Cuba sugars. The unusually rapid expansion of the manufacture of 
this raw sugar, and its increfsing import to the Clyde, have been re- 
markable. Only four years ago the total arrivals of sugar cargoes from 
Java were two vessels of 1,466 tons. In 1871 the number increased to 
five ships of 3,030 tons, while in 1872 the number reached twelve ves- 
sels of 10,563 tons. Last year the import from Java, owing to a 
scarcity, fell to five vessels of 4,047 tons, but in the seven months of 
this year there have arrived in the Clyde no fewer than twenty-seven 
vessels of 15,103 tons, being nearly a half of the amount imported from 
the various Cuban ports, 2,000 tons over the import from Trinidad, and 


three times the import from the Brazils or Porto Rico, We have 
drawn up the following statistics of the imports of sugars at the Clyde 
for the seven months past :—

Westeyan Missions ry Cxina.—From the annual report just pub- 
lished, it appears that the Wesleyans have in China thirty missionary 
societics and 9,000 inembers, Yet there are nine provinces out of the 
eighteen which have a population of 180,000,000, without any Protes 
tant missionary umong them. In the Wesleyan China mission there 
are six principal stations or circuits, five chapels, eight other preaching 
places, twelve missionaries, twelve catechists, seventeen day-school 
teachers, 233 members, 164 on trial, 504 scholars, and 608 attendants 
on public worship. The Canadian Wesleyan Missionary Society main- 
tains two missions and two missionaries to Yokohama. The Australian 
Conference also has a mission to the Chinese.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
Hamepore, Avavst 18. 

The draft of the new Bank Law, which is the production of the 
Privy Councillor, Dr. Otto Michaelis, a high functionary in the Chan- 
cellor's office, and reputed to be a great authority in matters of finance, 
has now been a fortnight before the public, and subjected to the ordeal 
of discussion in the press and the financial circles on ’Change. Public 
opinion is decidedly unfavourable to it, and it will have to be greatly 
modified before it can be accepted by the Parliament and become the 
law of the land. The object to be achieved is gradually to put such 4 
pressure on the banks of issue as to induce them to forego many of 
their privileges without compensation. For this purpose they ure not 
only to pay a tax of one per cent. on the total amount of their notes 
in circulation, but a further duty of five per cent. per annum on the 
nominal sum of notes they issue beyond the gold coin and bullion in 
their coffers. At the same time, the field of their circulation is pro 
posed to be limited to the territory of the State whose Government 
has ted them their concession. These are, no doubt, hard con- 
ditions, and it is thought will be a death blow to the greater number of 
those banks of issue in the duodecimo Sovereign States, such as Gera, 
Buckeburg, Brunéwick, Saxe-Meiningen, and Weimar. The proceeds 
of these taxes are to be paid to the Central Imperial Treasury, to be 
applied to general purposes, and are estimated to amount to 3,000,000 
reichs marks per annum. It is not proposed by the present Bill 
to establish a central privileged institution like the Bank of 
England, and even the operations of the Bank of Prussia 
are to be restricted to the issue of an uncovered sum of forty-five mil- 
lion marks. Those banks that agree to the proposed conditions are to 
receive a guarantec of twelve years’ further existence (till 1887), and 
their notes will be taken for full at their nominal amount in payment 
of taxes, postage stamps, and other sources of revenue at all the public 
offices in the Empire. At the expiration of the twelve years it 1s the 
present intention to amalgamate all the banks of issue then in existence 
into a central bank with one sole issue of notes, in the profits of which 
they will participate in proportion to the amount of their own capital, 
ind under such other conditions as may then be suggested as desirable. 
The scheme was drawn up for submission in the first place to the 
Bundesrath, in order to receive the opinions and suggestions of the Go- 
vernments, and it was not intended to publish it till these views were 
ascertained ; and it was only by the indiscretion of a bigh official th:t 
the text of the draft and accompanying annexes gut into the news 
papers at so early a period. But the public ought to feel very much 
indebted for affording them an opportunity of having the draft ofthe 
Bill so soon within their reach, as it is a measur» of great national imm- 
portance, and requires some study to grasp the details and become 
master of the subject, whilst it will do no harm to let the Governments 
see what impression it makes on the pubtic. 

In the n eantime great excitement and alarm exists among the aa 
holders and managers of the ,banks of issue, who much fear they ¥ 
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be swept away and lose their privileges. They therefore convened a 
meeting, which was held last week at Berlin, and after discussing the 
subject in all ita bearmgs for eight hours, finished by appointing a 
committee—consisting of the Dessan Country Bank, the Bank of 
Frankfort, the Bank of South Germany (at Munich)—who are to meet 
at Fraokfort next week and draw up a memorial containing proposals 
to be submitted to the Government after obtaining the approval of the 
other banks, the managers of which are to be convened to a general 
meeting at Berlin in the course of September. 

To make the matter more complicated, it is ascertained that there are 
no less than thirty-three banks of issue in Germany, with various pri- 
vileges as to amount of notes and duration of existence from their ter- 
ritorial Governments, granted long before the unification of the country 
and its consolidation as an Empire. They may be divided into four 
classes. The first consists of those whose concessions may be revoked 
at any time. The second class contains those whose privileges are 
revokable any time after giving two years’ notice. In the third cate- 
gory are the banks whose concessions have to run for a fixed period, 
hd expe at different dates. The fourth class contains those whose 

rivileges are of unlimited duration. Hamburg is conspicuous by not 
lle included in this list, as the Bank of Hamburg is based on the 
safer footing of metallic currency and bullion, and the private banks 
mever for a moment thought of applying for a concession for issuing 
peper money, but content themselves with the profits arising from loans 
on security and at interest, discounting bills, and the other legitimate 
branches of banking business. 

In my last letter I mentioned that the directors of the Hypotheken 
Bank of Hamburg recommended a dividend of 20} thalers per share. 
At the ordinary annual general meeting held here last week Herr Th. 
Reincke, of Altona in the chair, the report of the directors having been 

reviously printed and distributed, was taken as read; the dividend 
Er the working year ending June 30 was confirmed. Messrs. Th. 
Reincke and Dr. Hubner, who go out by rotation, were re-elected as 
members of the Council of Administration, the election of Senator Ed. 
Johns as one of the directors was confirmed, and Alexander Schnars, 
Louis Levy, and B. Hahlo (the manager of the Vereins Bank) were re- 
elected as auditors for 1874. 

The Anglo-Deutsche Bank has also published its balance-sheet for 
the first six months of the present year, but there is not only no dividend, 
but rather a dead loss of no less than 5,152,941 reichs marks, and as the 
original paid up share capital was fifteen million marks, it follows that 
just one-third of it is gone. 

The Berlin Spenersche Zeitung contains the following :—“ Mr. Adams, 
First Secretary of the British Embassy in this capital, and who performs 
the functions of Chargé d’Affaires during the absence of Lord Odo 
Russell, has just finished the second part of his History of Japan, and 
hopes to see it published in the course of October next. This gentle- 
man, whoresided several years in Japan, where he held the appointment 
of Secretary of Legation to the Embassy at Yedo, has the reputation 
of having a thorough knowledge of Japanese history, and the first vo- 
lume of his work, which reaches down to 1864, has been received by the 
public with due recognition of its merits, The second part treats of 
the history of Japan from 1865 down to 1871.” 

A young Japanese student of the University of Berlin, by name 
Qusum Sato, has just passed his examination, and taken his degree as 
Doctor of Medicine. He is said to beason of the Court Physician of 
the Mikado, is twenty-six years of age, and has had some practical ex- 
perience of his profession, having served through a campaign in his na- 
tive country as assistant army surgeon. He selected dysentery in 
children as the subject of his dissertation, which he wrote in very good 
German, after which he made a speech in Latin, as usual, in which he 
asked the Dean of the Faculty—Professor Dr. Bardeleleben—permission 
to be admitted to the degree of Doetor of Medicine, to which the Dean re- 
plied, “‘ Longum iter fecusti, factus es nostralis, primus ad gradum promo- 
tus ; sed antes opus est ut tuo modo obstringeris temet ipsum jure jurando 
doctroalis." He then tendered to him the usual oath, omitting the 
words about the sanctum evangelium. The young Doctor, who passed 
his examination magna cumlaude, is now about to proceed to Vienna, 
and after visiting Itely, Franee and England wil] retum to his native

the Premier in spe went to Montreux to obtain an audience. Rumours 
say that the King does not at all incline to appoint Mr. Van der Does 
de Willebois as his Minister for the Foreign Department, and that he 
will maintain Mr. Gericke; at the same time he would not wish to 
trust the portfolio of the Colunial Department to Mr. W. van Goltstein, 
who is thought to be not thoroughly au fuit in colunial matters to stand 
at the head of this important department. I need not add that general 
dissatisfaction prevails that the crisis lasts so long. Several papers, 
especially the local ones, became very angry that they had to wait so 
long for a solution, but the public shrugged their shoulders ; they had 
not to pay one penny more or less for taxes, with or without a Ministry. 
It seems quite certain that the second Cabinet of Mr. Heemskerk will 
not be a da capo of 1866. On the contrary, I think, we may expect a 
Ministry that will work, and will give us a Reform Bill, perhaps more 
liberal than the Liberal Cabinets have laid before the members. The 
papers are in the meantime earnestly occupied in preparing a coalition 
between the moderate Liberals and the Conservatives, who will form a 
centrum, whilst the Radicals and Clericals will form the wings. I 
should be much surprised, however, if these plans were realised. 

Complaints are made in our press about the fact that the Dutch 
residents in Germany must either leave that country or become Ger- 
mans. It is more than probable that our Government will take re- 
prisals by obliging the Germans, who reside in maus in our country, to 
become Dutchmen, or to leave Holland. 

It creates some uneasiness and disappointment that so many invalids 
ask for their dismissal from the Asylum Bronbeek, not less than 
seventy-one having left that institution. They were cared for in a must 
liberal manner, and had at their disposal all that could be expected, 
but they prefer to live on their small pension where they wish. Our 
India soldiers, it seems, are too much cosmopolitan to content them- 
selves with a comfortable home of this kind. Of the number that left 
the house fifteen engaged themselves for service at Atchin, and thirty- 
six accepted a social position. Amongst the visitors who visited the 
asylum yesterday was General Verapyck. Some rumours say that if a 
third expedition to Atchin be carried out this able officer will be ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief. 

You will remember that some time ago there was much ado about 
the new East India brigade. The Government had some difficulty in 
finding a town where it would be established, and when this was found 
nothing else was heard of the brigade.

This last clause is a most valuable 
reservation. In each of these new Treaty Ports France 
is to appoint a Consul, with a body guard never exceeding 
100 men, to secure his own safety, respect for his authority, 
and the orderly conduct of the foreigners under his charge. 
Some restrictions are, however, to be imposed on the privi- 
leges conceded to European traders ; probably it has been 


found necessary, in consequence of the disturbed state of the 


interior, and theinsecurity of human life among an unsettled, 
lawless, and hostile population, to hedge the intercourse be- 
tween natives and foreigners with such precautionary limi- 
tations as will prevent quarrels and disputesfrom arising in 
places which the French officials would find it a hard mat- 
ter effectually to control. Thus the right to navigate the 
Song-koi and to carry on a trade between Yunnan and the 
coast is conditional on abstaining from all attempts to do 
business with the people who dwell on the borders of that 
stream. No foreigner will be permitted to travel through 
the interior unless provided with a passport in due form. 
And any breach of the rule which forbids such a traveller 
to trade will be punished with the confiscation of his 
wares. Disputes between foreigners are to be amicably 
settled through the agency of the French Resident, but if 
a friendly compromise seems unattainable the Resident, 
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THE NEW TREATY WITH ANNAM. 

THE new treaty with Annam has lately been approved 
by the French Assembly, and will shortly come into opera- 
tion ; it may be worth while, therefore, here briefly to 
notice its contents, calling attention to one or two pro- 
visions in it which appear to us defective, and summing up 
the net gains to commerce which may be anticipated from 
the concessions which have been obtained. Since 1862, 


the date when. the last treaty was concluded between 
France and Tongquin, the French, it may be remembered, 
have added three more Annamese provinces to their own 
territories, and to obtain from the Court of Annam a re- 
cognition of their rights over these newly-acquired pos- 
sessions was the chief object the French had in view in 
negotiating a fresh agreement. The war in 1870 seems to 
have delayed matters for several years, and the result of 
the French explorations into Northern Indo-China and 
Yunnan have in the meanwhile brought to light the feasi- 
bility of opening up a channel for trade down the river 
‘Song-koi. The bases of the commercial intercourse which 
it will in future be lawful to carry on through the Annam- 
ese dominions are settled in the present treaty, but a 
‘ supplementary convention is shortly to follow which will 
_ contain detailed provisions for the more exact adjustment 
of mercantile relations. It appears that Annam has of 
late years been exposed to two dangers, which cripple all 
its resources. The first has arisen from the presence of 
bands of Chinese rebels, who pass and repass through one 
of the richest provinces so often as defeat obliges them to 
seek shelter on foreign ground, and who are not seldom 
pursued across the border by regular troops from China. 
The second difficulty is occasioned by pirates, whose fleets 
beset the coasts, and practically destroy all commerce. 
Under these circumstances France agrees to aid Annam by 
a present of five gunboats, fully armed, and to be employed 
in clearing out the pirate junks ; she also supplies some 
artillery and rifles, and undertakes to lend her active as- 
sistance to the Court at Hué in the reorganisation of its 
army, in the re-establishment of order, and in the creation 
of a customs service. In return for these benefits the 
_ Annamese are to recognise the full rights of France to her 
dominions in lower Cochin-China, binding themselves to,con- 
clude no future political alliances with any other states. At 
the same time full permission is conceded to the EMPEROR to 
enter into any commercial treaty he may think fit, pro- 
vided that he notifies the French of his intentions, and 
makes no agreement which is opposed to the engagements 
of the present convention. France has a just claim to the 
gratitude of all foreign powers because she has not reserved 
to herself alone the benefits obtained by this negotiation. 
What she has done is to have the new ports thrown open 
to navigation without distinction of nationality, and the 
_ waters of the Song-koi from Yunnan to the sea declared a 
common highway for every flag alike. Whatever is con- 
ceded by the treaty is conceded to all foreigners. No 

‘ favours are to be enjoyed by France which may not be 

shared in by men of another race. 

After the ratification of this treaty three ports will 

. accordingly be thrown open to commerce. These will be 
Thin-nai, in the province of Binh-Dinh (to be opened 
twelve months hence), Ninh-Hai, in Hai-Dzuong province, 
and Hanoi, apparently the most populous city in the 
country.

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THE STRAITS COURTS JURISDICTION ACT. 

TuIs is an Act to confer on the Courts of the Straits 
Settlements power to deal with offences, committed outside 
the Colonial boundaries, against the persons or property 
of those who dwell in territories which adjoin the colony, 
either by British subjects, or by “ others” who may be re- 
sident in the colony at the time they committed the offence, 
or at least have resided there some six months previous to 
the occurrences complained of. “Others” is the term used 
in the preamble, but the principal clause of the Statute 
employs terms which fortunately are more precise. It 
says :—“ Crimes . . . committed outside . . . the Straits 
“‘ Settlements at any place in the Malayan Peninsula, 
“ southward of the 9th degree of latitude (south that is of 
“ Kra), or in any island within twenty miles from the 
“ coast thereof,” by a British subject, or by the subject of 
any of the Native States south of 9 deg. lat. N., who at 
the time he committed the crime, or within six months be- 
fore its commission, was resident in the colony, may be 
tried and punished in one of the Criminal Courts of the 
Straits, just as if the crime had been committed within the 
colony. This power is modified by the provisions of the 
second and last clause, whicn authorises the apprehension 
of any such offender within the colony, and therefore infe- 
rentially not outside it. 

The extent to which the British Legislature has been 
willing to augment the powers of the Straits authorities 
over crimes committed outside the narrow borders of their 
own colonies may be correctly gathered from the fore- 
going sketch ; but it was the original intention of the 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL for the Straits, who framed the mea- 
sure, to take very much greater powers. Under the Bill 
as first introduced, not merely British subjects, or those 
belonging by birth to certain neighbouring native States, 
were brought under the jurisdiction of the Courts; the 
proposal was that the Straits magistrates should have 
power to try subjects of Her MasesTy and any other per- 
son neither a subject of Her MAsesty nor of any civilised 
power. But as “civilised power” is a broad term, too 
vague for lawyers to define, and entirely dependent for its 
correct interpretation on the standard of comparison 
adopted, it was found indispensable to modify a phrase 
which might tend some day to disturb our friendly relations 
with China, Japan, or Siam; and which might cause a 
practical miscarriage of justice if out of two offenders the 
one who was an “ uncivilised ” native were to be punished, 
while his associate a “civilised” European got off scot. 
free. There was no way out of this difficulty except by a 
change which has totally altered the scope and bearing of 
the Act. 

No very high standard of intelligence is needed to com- 
prehend the objects of the promoters of this measure. Both 
among the islands and on the mainland a state of lawless- 
ness and insecurity prevails. There are really no Govern- 
ments which can be called efficient except in sarcasm, and 
hence a great deal of crime and violence is committed 
by rascals who yet live in perfect security, and without 
disguise, under the reluctantly-conceded and undeserved 
protection of the’ British flag. It is the same old case 
which has been ‘so' often illustrated in Birmah. The 
wrong-doers live on British soil, and cross the border when 
they have a little robbery in view. The evil is glaring 
enough, but how are we to remedy it ? Logically, by taking 
territorial possession of the districts where no effective 
Tule exists, and where, as a consequence of our own local 
supremacy, the once respected native potentates have sunk 
into contempt among the remnant of their subjects. 
Ilogically, by some such imperfect legislative machinery 
as the Act before us now provides. We shrink from 
annexation. And there are indeed reasons of the gravest 
character to restrain us from any such course ; but Lord 
STANLEY was undoubtedly right when he said that by the 
present measure we have introduced a new and doubtful 
principle into the code of International—or rather Inter- 
Asiatical—law, and arrogated to our sovereign legal 
authority outside her own dominions, not based, as in 
extra-territoriality concessions, on voluntarily granted 
treaty rights. This is a new feature in our legislative 
policy, and hereafter perhaps experience may lead us to 
regret its inauguration. But until time has made us better 
acquainted with the practical working of such a plan, it

would be premature to pass a very pronounced opinion 
about an expedient which is altogether untried. Among 
settled and civilised nations an extradition treaty has 
always been the resource which met the difficulties of the 
case, but extradition treaties are for obvious reasons in this 
instance inapplicable. We should be lothe, therefore, to 
pass censure upon the genuine efforts made to solve the 
difficulties of the question merely because those efforts are 
theoretically faulty and have never yet been tested. 

But it is much more easy to point out real defects when 
we examine the details of the statute. Thus the altera- 
tion we alluded to above, though unavoidable, has spoilt 
the measure in one of its most important objects. If there 
are any ruffians whe more than others use their cunning to 
defraud the native peasantry, or band together to commit 
violence and depredation, we must look for them among: 
the lawless lower classes of the Chinese. Yet a Chinaman 
cannot now be touched by the Act, because he is neither a 
British subject nor the subject of any Southern Malayan 
State. Disputes will arise again as tu what constitutes a 
“resident,” and as to how such residence is technically to 
be proved. There will be acquittals, too, in consequence 
of the incompleteness of the evidence. Suppose a fisher- 
man living on one of the islands charges a Singapore 
Chinaman with robbery ; the plaintiff has no knowledge 
of our law, he comes without proper witnesses, the de- 
fendant gets off, and the poor sufferet returns, out of 
pocket, to tell his friends that after all it is not true that 
they can get redress by applying to Singapore. This is really 
a very important point, and one which seems not to have 
been raised in the discussion of the Bill. What is the use 
of taking jurisdiction to try crimes committed in places 
where the QUEEN’s writs and summonses do not run ? 
The defendant cries out that the charge is not true. The 
fabrication of his enemies, and he even goes so far as to 
name certain witnesses who, could he but get them sum- 
moned, would establish his entire innocence. If we sent 
up nearly to Kra for the evidence, could we enforce attend- 
ance? We trow not. Who is to pay for the expense of 
bringing those witnesses down? and what jury would con- 
vict a man whose counsel would not fail to press that he 
was being condemned without means to clear himself? The 
answer is one that will not be evaded. Take the accused 
to the scene of his offence, and let him be tried by the 
Courts there. In other words, extradition. 

One word more and we have done. By this statute we 
give very insufficient redress to British subjects whose per- 
sons or property may be injured in the territories referred 
to, because we punish only offenders of specified nationali- 
ties, and not even those unless they reside in the Straits 
Settlements and are caught there; yet we find ourselves 
able to do this little for our own people and at the same 
time go out of our way to protect those whom it is not 
our business to protect, the inhabitants, that is, of neigh- 
bouring States, who can follow offenders into their own local 
Courts if they choose, and whom there is really no earthly 
reason for taking unasking and annexing under our special 
patronage and shelter. Not to speak of the opportunity 
which we thus give for vexatious, malicious, and vindictive 
charges, to which natives are but too prone, and which in 
the case of a wrong alleged to be done outside British 
ground it is difficult to disprove, an accusation of this 
sort might put the victim to great loss and annoyance, even 
though it broke down in the end, and then the alien can 
return to his own territory, where no damages against him 
are obtainable in his own Courts. We have no wish to be 
hard upon a piece of legislation framed with the best pos- 
sible intentions, but really it reminds us of a race-horse 
that has broken down. The animal is as handsome all over 
as any man could wish, but when we come to feel his fore- 
legs, test his breathing, and run one’s hand over his hocks, 
we find him too groggy on the pins, too short in the wind, 
and too strained in his muscles to be worth backing. 


JAPAN AND CHINA ON FORMOSA. 

THE intelligence which we recently published, to the 
effect that the Chinese had come to an agreement with 
the Japanese for their withdrawal from Formosa on con- 
dition that all expenses. incurred in connection with the 
Expedition were paid by the Chinese Government, would 
appear, as far as we can judge, to be substantially correct ; 
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and we doubt not that the Japanese are very glad to escape 
from their peculiarly awkward position on such terms. 
Some tribes of aborigines had previously given in their 
submission, and, we are informed, had “ accepted the flag” 
of Japan. Supposing that the intelligence we refer to 
should prove to be, in the main, correct, the Japanese are 
to be congratulated on this solution of what prdémised to be 
a particularly disagreeable difficulty, and from which it was 
not very obvious how they could possibly retreat without se- 
rious humiliation and loss of national prestige. We give the 
Japanese all credit for the result they have attained—a 
result which gives them the superiority, and places them 
on a footing of equality with Western nations, for, unless 
we have been specially bent on territorial aggrandisement, 
this has been the end of all our wars. In the case of For- 
mosa the Japanese would not have gained much by re- 
taining possession of a few square miles of hilly ground, 
subject to the inevitable risk of being constantly harassed 
from the neighbouring mainland of China; while now to 
evacuate the island on the stipulation that the Chinese 
bear all the expenses incurred by the despatch of 
the expeditionary force, must be looked upon as a 
satisfactory conclusion to what was at one time a 
doubtful enterprise, the more so as the Japanese have 
effected the great objects which they had in view, 
viz., the punishment of the inhuman and inhospitable 
savages on the gea-board of Formosa, and the indulgence 
of the warlike ardour of their own soldiers, which they 
were unable otherwise to repress. Judged by the canons 
of international law, the Japanese, as we have before 
pointed out, did wrong at the outset in invading a portion 
of the Chinese Empire without a formal declaration of 
war, but having done so and having practically got the 
upper hand, through the cowardice and dilatoriness of the 
Chinese Government, it is to their credit that they have 
been willing to withdraw their forces on such moderate 
terms as those which we have indicated. It is to be hoped 
that the Chinese, on their part, will profit by the lesson 
which they have received, and that since they have publicly 
and explicitly laid claim to the sovereignty of the whole 
island of Formosa, they will not be forgetful of the grave 
obligations which, by this assertion of their rights, they 
have voluntarily undertaken in the face of the world at 
large ; otherwise the day will assuredly come when they 
will have to confront a condition of things from which it 
will be in vain for them to hope to escape at so small a 
pecuniary sacrifice as on the present occasion. 


We had hardly penned the foregoing remarks when the 
Hong Kong telegram of August 18th, to be found in 
another column, came to hand. Although the intelligence 
contained in this telegram somewhat alters the complexion 
of affairs, we think we may fairly assume that what is 
therein styled an ultimatum, is simply a formal embodiment 
of the terms we have before indicated, and that the matter 
will end there. 


i Monetary and Commercial, 


About 1,000 chests of damaged Tea, ex Gordon Castle (str.), 
have been sold at Lisbon at about 2d. per pound, buyers paying 
Custom House charges and warehouse expenses. 

Tenders for £500,010 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 19th inst. The amounts allotted were: 
—ToCalentta £453,200; Bombay, £45,800 ; aud Madras, £1,000. 
Tenders on all presidencies at 1s. 10d. will receive about 10% per 
cent.; above in full. These figures show rather an increased de- 
mand for means of remittance to the East. On the last occasion 
when the bills were sold tenders at 1s. 93d. received 10 per cent. 

The report of the Submarine Telegraph Company, which was 
submitted to the meeting on the 13th inst., states that the receipts 
for the half-year amount to £53,643, and recommends the pay- 
ment of a dividend at the rate of 154 per cent. per annum, 
leaving £224 to be carried forward. is mentioned that the 
general stagnation of trade, especially on the Continent, has 
doubtless affected the company’s revenue for the last six months, 
but notwithstanding this disadvantageous circumstance, and the 
division of certain profits with the Post-ouice, the total receipts 
will compare favourably with those of any corresponding half- 
year, with the exception of 1873, when they were unusually large. 

At an adjourned meeting of the shareh.lders of the Thetis 
Marine Insurance Company (Limited), held on the 19th inst., it 
was resolved, after a full statement of the affairs of the compan 
had been explained and discussed, that the business be continued, 
and that the directors be authorised to issue debentures not ex- 
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ceeding £50,000, for half of which applications have been 
received. 

The directors of the Merchant Banking Company (Limited) 
have declared an interim dividend of £1 per share, being at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, the same as at the corresponding 
date of last year. 

The Anglo-Indian Spinning and Manufacturing Company has 
been introduced, with a capital of £300,000, in 29,985 ordinary 
shares of £10 each, and 150 fully paid up Founders’ shares of £1 
each. The company is formed for the purpose of erecting and 
working in India cotton mills for spinning and weaving, and it is 
intended to erect the first mill in Bombay. 

The Eastern Extension Australasia and China Telegraph 
Company’s cable between Singapore and Batavia was interrupted 
near Batavia ; the repairing ship Agnes effected the repairs, and 
the cable is now worsing. 

Since the 14th iust. uo new feature has been developed in the 
Manchester Market ; a quiet and inanimate tone has prevailed, 
without, however, causing producers to exhibit any signs of de- 
pression, prices being fairly steady, and the transactions have 
principally passed at the rates current last. week. 

Bar Silver has been in good enquiry during the last few days, 
chiefly for Russia, and, in the absence of supplies, the price has 
advanced to 58d. per oz. standard. There have been no transac- 
tions of importance in Mexican Dollars, but owing to the rise in 
pe Silver any dollars on sale would probably realise a somewhat,

SUGAR. 

The indications of an improvement in this market have been fully 
borne out, the demand having been upon a greatly extended scale, 
giving an active tune to the market, and an upward movement. to 
prices. Additional firmness has heen derived from the satisfactory 
statistical position, the deliveries being not only much in excess of the 
landings, but larger than those of the previous year ; and the surplus 
stock, which had been previously reduced from 90,000 tons in April to 
26,000 tons a fortnight ago, has now almost disappeared.
